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Woman Arrested, Bucket List Now Shorter

A woman was ''arrested" on Thursday, March 
30, by two obliging officers who, in the spirit of public 
service, community journalism, and public awareness, 
pulled her over on the side of a quiet country road in 
Rochester, cuffed her, and hauled her butt into the station 
after a short ride in the backseat of a cruiser. 

According to the police report written by Officer 
Sean Crook, "...At approximately 1200 hours, I assisted 
Officer [Robert] Nordahl on a motor vehicle stop in 
the area of 38 Deerfield Terrace.... Officer Nordahl 
subsequently arrested the operator, Jean Perry ... for 
operating a motor vehicle with a suspended license. 
Officer Nordahl placed Perry into handcuffs and 
transported her back to the Rochester Police Department 
for processing. I followed Officer Nordahl . . . and

conducted the booking process. Perry was checked by 
matron Knight and subsequently placed into Cell 1, 
pending transport to Wareham District Court." 

By now, the reader has likely noticed that the 
"arrestee" is also the author, who will now attempt the 
smoothest transition possible from third-person narrative 
to first-person. 

This statement is now false: I've never been 
arrested. The following statement is 100 percent true: I 
have experienced the mortification of being handcuffed 
by police on the side of the road and witnessed by the 
probing eyes of a passing UPS driver. Also true, I have felt 
the wrist-skin-pinching steel of handcuffs being crushed 
by my own back against the hard plastic seats of a police 
cruiser - and I did it all for you. 

Ever scrolled through your Facebook feed to see 
a friend's 'cut and paste' post about checking off a bucket 
list of life experiences? Things like, have you ever climbed 
a mountain, seen someone give birth, seen someone 
die, saved someone's life, lived in a hut in the jungle, 
participated in a Cuban voodoo ceremony, ridden through 
the Andes mountains in the back of an open air truck 
like a farm animal.... Reading through the various lists, I 
could see myself saying yes to almost everything on them, 
or possibly saying yes to a couple in the near future. But 

Don't^Enget 
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the one, 'have you ever been arrested' was one I couldn't 
say yes to, and likely never would, and on some irrational 
level, it bothered me. 

The average person must watch at least one arrest 
on TV every day - whether fictional or on the news - but 
what does it feel like to be arrested? What's it like to be 
powerless and under the control of a law enforcement 
officer, taken away from your vehicle and brought to 
the police station? What happens next? What's going on 
outside while I'm inside a holding cell? Flow long is this 
going to take? I really wanted to find all that out. 

On Thursday, March 23, 1 met with Rochester 
Police Chief Paul Magee at the station. Sure, my request 
was a strange one, but the chief reassured me that it 
wasn't crazy at all. In fact, he liked the idea of staging a 
mock arrest to describe to readers the process and what 
it's like to people who have never experienced it. 

I signed a waiver. We scheduled a date and time. 
Thursday, March 30, at noon. I was to drive down Mary's 
Pond Road and take a left onto Deerfield Terrace and 
somewhere along the route a cruiser would be waiting to 
pull me over. It was a legit scenario. And when I passed 
that cop car and he turned out behind me, followed 
me turning left onto Deerfield and flashed his lights, 
adrenalin was pulsing through my veins. 

Officer Nordahl approached my window, 
followed by Officer Crook who arrived right behind him. 

I was nervous, and so was my photographer Colin (who

has also never been arrested). We played out the fictional 
arrest like actors on a slightly awkward stage. 

With the pretend 'suspended license' return on 
my name. Officer Nordahl asked me to step out of the 
vehicle, put my hands behind my back, and thus began 
the adventure of getting arrested. 

It was a calm, cooperative arrest. No resistance 
from me. The officers were professional and as courteous 
as possible, which, I presume, is how most people would 
want their first arrest experience to be like. After a quick 
general pat-down, the officer assisted me into the backseat 
of the cruiser, extended the obligatory hand-guiding of 
the head so as not to bump it, and we drove towards 
Dexter Lane, into the 'authorized vehicles only' entrance 
at the station and then slowly into sally port A to be 
securely unloaded and ushered into the booking room. 

The sally port was like a cave. It was instantly 
nighttime beneath synthetic streetlamp lighting, almost. 

I had a sense that for a police officer, given a different, 
perhaps more threatening offender to unload, it could be 
a few tense moments to pass through.

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The booking room is a bright, basic, white cement 
block room with a fingerprinting machine, a wooden 
bench, and a cubicle behind which the booking officer 
stands at a computer to enter the offender's information. 

My left hand is shackled to the bench and the 
officer stands before me, reading me the Miranda Warning 
slowly and calmly. I sign my name acknowledging my 
understanding of my rights and then I answer a series of 
questions that Crook emphasizes are not "joke questions." 

Have you consumed any alcohol today? Do you 
feel hopeless? Do you want to harm yourself? Are you 
suicidal? No, no, no, and no. There were other questions, 
(of course, with a shackled wrist and no pen and pad to 
note them all down), but this gave the officer an idea as 
to whether or not I might try to hurt myself in the cell. I 
surrendered my belongings, my jewelry (except for my 
nose ring, which would have had to come out were I 
truly being arrested, but not worth the pain for a fictitious 
arrest), and my boots. 

Fingerprinting was tedious, awkward, and 
required my full cooperation. I was amazed at how 
something so mundane as a series of fingerprints at 
a police station could appear as an intricate, delicate 
artwork, black swirls and white sways inside squares. As 
Nordahl controlled the movement of my fingers, I learned 
to bend and twist along with him, getting better at it with 
each following fingerprint. 

And of course, there were the arrest photos. Like 
the other shots Colin took of me, it was hard keeping a 
serious, stoic face throughout. But I think I managed to 
look rather unpleased and with a little "attitude" as Crook 
described my facial expression. 

Matron on duty Patricia Knight came in to 
give me a more thorough, matter-of-fact pat down and 
body search. She found nothing, of course, and I was

led into the holding cell for about 15 minutes of captive 
contemplation. 

Cold, hard, but pretty darn clean (smelling of 
cleaning solution), the holding cell was about 4 by 8 
feet, containing only a solid wooden bed (no mattress) 
attached to the floor, and a stainless steel toilet with 
a small airplane bathroom-type stainless steel sink 
mounted behind it. With cameras aimed from more than 
one angle, I didn't use the toilet. I sat, alone, with a gray, 
recycled, wool army-style blanket as my only comfort, 
aside from the reassurance that I would be released in 
only a short while, my arrest record wiped from the 
record, and my belongings returned to me. 

No bail, no arraignment, no having to explain

to my employer, family and friends where I was all 
afternoon. 

''How'd it go? Did the prisoner give you any 
trouble?" the chief asked, poking his head in after I 
was released from the cell. I was a model detainee, one 
of the officers told him. And, of course, I returned the 
compliment, saying I was impressed with the poised 
professionalism of some of Rochester's finest. 

On my way home, I thought. I'm lucky to have 
been brought up in a decent family (and a cop's daughter, 
to boot), and thankful that I've managed to avoid any 
trouble with the law during my life. I'm excited to be 
in a unique position where it's possible to opt into 
my "arrest" so that I can experience it, write about it.

What NOT to Say to an Autism Parent 

(and the uncensored responses parents wish they could say)

People really do mean well when they say to me, 
"You're so . . . fill in the blank (amazing, strong, patient, 
loving)" about me as a mother. True, as a mother of a 
child with autism and a host of other minor conditions, 
there are a few other things that I might have to do and 
experience than a parent of a typically developing child. 
But I'm no magician. I'm not a super woman. I haven't the 
patience of a saint. And all mothers 'love' their children. 

It isn't that I don't appreciate when someone 
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gives me a compliment. But as any other imperfect person 
doing this parenting thing, Fm doing what Fm supposed 
to be doing for my child, right? "]edin, you're an amazing 
mom." I mean, if I looked at you while you shuttled one 
boy every night to hockey practice, while taxi-driving 
your daughter to ballet class, while whisking your toddler 
to the library for story time and then home to do laundry 
for three kids and cook and keep them alive, I might be 
like, "That's insane!" But good for you! 

There are some things we parents of an autistic 
child hear all the time and, admittedly, we sometimes 
get kind of tired of hearing. Questions we get tired of 
answering; comments that appear benign to the asker but 
make us shake our heads, dumbfounded. Feeling hurt.

Wanting to say what's really on our minds. 

One of those is, "I don't know how you do it." 

(Big side eye look here). I might say something like, 

"Yeah, well, you know . . . we do what we've got to do 
in life. . ." but it's through a cringing face, a grimacing 
mouth, because I still have not figured out a polite, yet 
assertive, way to express, "What, you mean, how could 
I possibly love my child with a disability? Care for him? 
Wait one full minute for him to button one button? 

Change diapers until age six? Why don't I just hand him 
over to someone else to raise him because it's something 
too burdensome for a mother to bear?" 

I see it, too. I might be a little hypersensitive, 
overly defensive. Maybe just reading a little too much into 
what people say. But then someone asks me, "What do 
you think caused it?" (Eye roll). 

Really, I have no idea what caused my son's 
autism. But don't think for a second that I didn't spend 
the first three years of this ride wondering what cheese 
I might have eaten during pregnancy, what medication 
I might have swallowed, whether I didn't get enough 
sunlight, or if my "healthy" bacteria versus "unhealthy" 
bacteria balance was off, and an avalanche of other 
possible things I might have done to cause my son to be 
autistic. Frankly, I don't care what 'caused' it anymore. 

And then there's the "Oh, he's not that bad." 
Dude, I said he is autistic, I didn't say he was bad. There 
isn't anything bad about being autistic. He's different.

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not bad. Jeez. It's similar to the "Is he getting better?" 
question. Better? Better than what? Do you mean has he 
learned any new words, tried any new foods, learned 
to dress himself yet, stopped driving us all mad with 
incessant train noises, started acting more . . . normal? 

As an autism parent, I am not exaggerating when 
I say that I, like any other autism parent, am constantly on 
my knees crawling through the autism trenches protecting 
my child and battling for him to help him find his rightful 
place in this world. I read everything autism. My social 
media feeds are crammed with autism-related pages, 
stories, blogs... My every day is autism information, 24- 
7. So when someone asks me, "Have you heard . . . blah 
blah blah ... about autism?" Yeah. I heard. Like two years 
ago. And since then they've discovered that it's not true. 
Thanks anyway. 

Oh, yeah, and just because my son has autism, it 
doesn't give him the right to get away with a whole bunch 
of stuff any typical kid wouldn't get away with, either. 
"Oh, it's OK. He can do that, it's fine." Um, my kid just 
ran his gross dirty finger across the top of your birthday 
cake. It is not OK. He needs to learn how to behave, how 
to act politely. He needs to know that sticking his finger, 
dirty or clean, across the frosting of someone else's cake 
is NOT OK. Tell him, "NO! That is not OK!" Say, now 
you get no cake because I warned you three times to keep 
your hands off it! Feel free to discipline my child, because, 
while you're not looking, you know I'm disciplining 
yours. 

But there's one big one that gets me every time. 
When I tell someone I have a child with autism and his or 
her response is, "I'm sorry." 

You're . . . sorry? Why, did you invent autism? 

Did you sneak into my house, twirl your evil mustache, 
and cast a spell over my womb to give my child autism? 
You're sorry, why, because I didn't 'deserve' a child with 
a disability? Is autism a mistake nature made and you're 
apologizing on behalf of it? Are you pitying me? Feeling 
sorry for me? Perhaps it is I who should feel sorry for 
you for not knowing, not understanding, not seeing the 
beauty in autism, the beauty in the individual that is my 
son.

Having just said all that, if you ever want to 
say something nice to an autism parent, you could try 
something like, "You have a great kid" or "I can see why 
you're so proud of him." And if that doesn't work, just ask 
if we want another refill on that glass of wine. I promise 
you that question will never get old.

The Marion fiscal year 2018 budget has been 
finalized, and the $21,950,375 sum now awaits the 
approval of town meeting members come this May 8. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen met with 
the Finance Committee on April 4 to briefly go over 
the finalized budget which, said Finance Committee 
Chairman Alan Minard, is a balanced one. 

For this current fiscal year of 2017, said Minard, 
the financial state of the Town is 'Tn fairly stable 
condition," with only a few matters like ice and snow 
over-expenditures to deal with; however, he emphasized, 
as mandated, the FY18 budget is in fact balanced. 

"It's getting harder to do each year," Minard said. 
With rising costs, unfunded mandates from the State and 
with Proposition TdA, "That limits the amount of money 
we can raise and in many instances we get requests from 
all departments that greatly exceed the amount of money 
that we actually have." 

Heftier increases this year include the ORR 
budget by $230,000, Minard said. Sippican School is also 
up $69,000. The police budget is up some as well, with 
an additional $21,000 for Marion's share of a full-time 
ORR school resource officer; an $18,000 increase for a new 
part-time 15-hour-per-week administrative assistant; over 
$33,000 in overtime pay to cover the shift of an injured 
officer; and $43,000 for the cost of new officers and 
planning for staff retirements.

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Other things the Town has no control over, 
Minard said, such as health insurance hikes and pensions, 
are up $170,000. 

The Town was able to save some money in 
cleaning services, Minard pointed out, and in some 
cases, such as with the library, consolidating the cleaning 
services down to one contractor throughout the town 
buildings saves tens of thousands of dollars. 

All in all, said Minard, the FY18 budget is a little 
over 3% from last year. A ''reasonable" budget, he called 
it. 

"Looking to the future, I think we've been very 
prudent in our planning," said Minard. And with $1.32 
million of the $9.4 million in Town OPEB (other post- 


employment benefits) liability tucked away, Minard said, 
"This puts us way ahead of most of the towns in the 
community and one of the reasons we're continuing to 
maintain our bond rating, so this is smart business." 

The selectmen took the Finance Committee's 
recommendation that the Town contribute $5,000 
in collaboration with Mattapoisett and Rochester to 
fund a fiscal analysis of the Old Rochester Regional 
School District's spending habits, as first suggested by 
Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne. 

"I think that we all kind of suspect that [spending 
is] a lot looser than it should be, and it's a pretty 
expensive place for loose finances," said Minard.

The board also closed and approved an Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant with 51 articles, and a Special 
Town Meeting Warrant of five articles. 

In other matters. Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson said the Environmental Protection Agency has 
given the Town some good news, as well as some bad 
news. 

First, Dawson was happy to announce that the 
EPA, in regards to the impending NPDES (National 
Pollutant Discharge Elimination System) permit, has 
agreed to the Town's request to lessen nitrogen output 
standards from the EPA's prior level of 3 to a level of 4.

''That's good news," said Dawson. "Very good 

news." 

Dawson reported that the EPA has also agreed 
to allow the Town to extend its wastewater discharge 
pipe out farther from the salt marsh as a way to bypass 
phosphorus emissions, as requested by the Town. 

The bad news, though, is that the EPA has still not 
moved on its position that the three wastewater treatment 
plant sludge lagoons would either have to be fully lined 
(which they presently are not) or abandoned entirely. 

"And that's obviously going to be an extremely 
significant cost," said Dawson. "The EPA remains rock 
solid in its [position]." 

Also during the meeting, the Town House 
Building Committee (THBC) expressed a desire to work 
with proponents of a VFW site feasibility study, proposing 
now a THBC subcommittee to be comprised of four 
proponents of the citizen's petition featured on the Town 
Meeting Warrant requesting its own committee to study 
the VFW site study, along with three original members of 
the THBC. 

The consensus is that this merger of interests 
would expedite the feasibility study process and 
efficiently deliver the funding in order to begin. 

THBC Chairman Bob Raymond said, "We're all 
of the same mind; we really believe that the townspeople 
deserve a deep dive ... into the feasibility study." 

Raymond said the subcommittee would work

autonomously from the original THBC, which would 
have no right to veto or alter any determinations or 
decisions the subcommittee contrived. 

''We want to make sure that this is a clean 
process," said Raymond. "We may end up disagreeing 
with them," he added, but at least the public would 
receive two clearly presented sides. "We think the voters 
deserve that," Raymond said. 

Also on the agenda, the selectmen invited the 
ORR/ Fairhaven Varsity Hockey Team and its coach Eric 
Labonte to the meeting for praise and accolades on its 
accomplishment this year. 

Chairman Jody Dickerson. "You represented the 
school well, and especially the town well. You made us 
very proud of you." 

The board also approved Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller's request to appoint Scott Cowan as a full-time 
police officer. 

The board continued Tabor Academy's request to 
tie into an existing sewer connection for the construction 
of an additional 24-student dormitory that would replace 
an existing dorm, without expanding the population of 
students at Tabor.

Selectmen and Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
members had asked all town departments, including 
school, to stay within a 2 percent budgetary increase. 
After another look, local schools did just that. 

White presented the committee with a FY18 
budget of $6,917,439 - a 1.99% increase of $135,206 from 
FY17. 

Bowman and Nelson discussed the pressure 
on the schools to provide special education services to 
a growing population of students in need, making it 
necessary to provide smaller classes for kindergarten in 
the 2017-2018 school year. 

"The decisions I've made are student-based," 
Bowman told the committee members when asked about

an increase in staffing. ''The needs of children from age 
three and up is greater than I have ever seen in my career 
. . . we want them in our schools and this is how I plan to 
treat and service them," she said. 

Nelson explained that a teacher holding a BCBA 
(board certified behavioral analyst) degree will be moved 
from third grade to kindergarten in an effort to serve the 
incoming students with special education needs. This 
move means the FY18 staffing will increase by 0.4 percent. 

But Finance Committee Chairman Pat Donoghue 
still questioned why additional staffing was needed at all 
when student enrollment continues to decrease. 

Bowman said that students coming into the 
school system with lEPs (individual education plans) 
needed to be served in the local school versus sending 
them out of the district that would result in a greater 
economic impact to Mattapoisett. 

Donoghue addressed White, saying, "We've got 
to do something about the OPEB obligation at ORR so we 
are looking at schools as a whole . . . we've got to get the 
money from somewhere." 

White responded, "There are several ORR issues, 
OPEB and capital expenses . . . the community has been 
very supportive . . . that is, supported in the high rating of 
K through sixth grade. . . . We've been able to maintain and 
sustain our students because of staffing . . . people need to 
understand that ... every action has a reaction." 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said he

wanted to get the special education stabilization fund 
back up to $190,000, setting aside the circuit breaker funds 
received from the state. Of the OPEB issue he said, "'Any 
money we can save, we are putting into ORR OPEB ... it's 
always hard to get started, but necessary." 

White expressed his frustration, saying, "There is 
thirty seven million dollars between the three towns for 
education. I lead four different districts, different buckets 
. . . nobody is having success in putting money aside. All 
districts are in the same boat." 

Donoghue said of Mattapoisett's municipal OPEB 
trust fund, "When we started putting money aside, our 
bond rating went up." 

White placed some financial blame at the feet

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of the state, saying, ''They are not doing what they said 
they were going to do [when the school district was 
established] ... we are getting sixty-eight percent and 
we should be getting one hundred percent [of regional 
transportation cost reimbursement]." 

The committee thanked White and his team for 
returning and explaining the revamped budget. 

Earlier in the evening, the committee met with 
members of the Community Preservation Committee 
when Chairman John DeCosta and member Margaret 
DeMello presented the committee's FY18 grants. 

Three grants were received by the CPC. The 
Mattapoisett Land Trust is seeking financing to help 
purchase 53 acres off Mattapoisett Neck Road, the former 
site of the Buzzards Bay Granite Quarry. The Mattapoisett 
Historical Society Museum submitted a final request to 
complete archival preservation activities and cataloging, 
and Mattapoisett' s water department requested financial 
support to purchase a 164-acre parcel in the Mattapoisett 
River Valley named the Branch Brook drinking water land 
protection project. 

In their application, the MET noted that they 
have partnered with the Buzzards Bay Coalition and 
have done private fundraising in an effort to secure the 
purchase price of $600,000. The CPC proposes to allocate 
$37,500 from their open space category. The MET plans on 
building trails on the property that will link it to the state 
reservation on Brandt Island Road. 

The water department is partnering with the 
Towns of Fairhaven and Marion, along with the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition, to secure the purchase price of $460,000. 
Water & Sewer Department Superintendent Henri 
Renauld noted in his application that passive recreation 
would be allowed on the property. The CPC proposes 
$20,000 in funding for the Branch Brook project. 

The Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum 
noted that once completed, the archival catalog would 
allow people around the globe to virtually access 
historical collections. CPC proposes $43,112 from their 
historic preservation category to complete this work. 

These grants will be presented by DeCosta at the 
spring town meeting.

Coalition Presents Revised Site Plan 

Marion Planning Board 

By Sarah French Storer 

The continued public hearing for the proposal by 
the Buzzards Bay Coalition for the field operations barn 
slated for the corner of Route 6 and Spring Street was the 
central discussion at the Marion Planning Board meeting 
on April 3. 

Susan Nilson of CLE Engineering addressed the 
concerns and questions posed by the Planning Board and 
its consulting engineer, Ken Motta of Field Engineering. 

Nilson began with an overview of the site, 
specifically the drainage basins, further described as wet 
swales, which will catch, retain and remove pollutants 
from stormwater runoff from the site. The wet swales 
will be planted with species of grasses, sedges, and other 
wetland plants that will help reduce pollutants in the 
water before it leaves the site. 

''The controlling design factor," as Nilson 
described it, "is an eight-inch pipe in an existing drainage 
easement for water leaving the site." This pipe runs 
southerly across other private property and ultimately 
connects to a 12-inch pipe. 

Nilson demonstrated to the board and concerned 
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abutters who attended the meeting that the 100-year 
lateral flow from the site will be almost identical to the 
current flooding conditions. As Chairman Robert Lane 
noted, ''Theoretically, there should be no change to the 
existing flooding conditions." 

Motta agreed, but cautioned the neighbors whose 
properties are part of the private drainage easement, 
stating "[The Buzzards Bay Coalition] is not putting any 
more water into the system, but if any All on adjacent 
properties is placed in the easement, the flooding could 
change." 

Board member Jennifer Francis raised the issue 
of the grass pavers, which will be used at the site to 
minimize the use of impervious pavement. She remarked, 
"It looks to me like the drainage will be greatly improved 
with the grass pavers over the existing conditions on the 
site." 

Nilson also noted that both the Marion Fire 
and Building Departments signed off on the use of the 
grass pavers, as long as they are installed according to 
manufacturer's specifications. 

The discussion moved to the question of lighting 
the site. Board member Will Saltonstall indicated that 
the applicant and the board should be mindful of the 
impact of lighting on the surrounding homes, suggesting, 
"Lighting should be done well and not be a distraction to 
the neighborhood." 

Lane concurred, but pushed for lighting at the 
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back of the building and along the southerly side for 
safety reasons. 

Nilson said the building will have lights in the 
back and that the site is well lit due to the streetlights on 
Spring Street. 

Although both Nilson and Motta noted that 
there will be a 1-foot wide gravel filter strip between the 
grass pavers and the southernmost wet swale, which 
would provide a visual and auditory warning to drivers, 
the board considered the area to be a safety risk and 
requested both lighting and a barrier be placed in this 
area. 

Mark Rasmussen, president of the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition, agreed with the board's request, asking that the 
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barrier complement current design plans for the site. 

"There are low stone walls along the front. Perhaps 
we could use a row of low bollards to keep people out of 
the swale?" The board concurred with that. 

The discussion turned to the traffic accessing the 
site. Nilson stated that the site is designed for one-way 
traffic, specifically as it relates to the boat trailer owned 
by the Coalition. As demonstrated on the engineered site 
plan, the turning radius within the site is adequate for the 
truck and trailer. 

Lane proposed the board approve the site plan in 
principal, and the final draft decision to be completed so 
that it reflects all that was agreed to this evening. 

Rasmussen requested that the public hearing 
be closed so that the project could move forward, since 
contractors were hesitant to schedule work without official 
board approval. Lane declined to close the public hearing, 
for fear of having an issue with the action taken this 
evening that would need to be remedied, saying, "This 
would place the project in a greater bind than this two- 
week delay." 

In other business before the board, a request 
by Dan Crete for a one-year extension of a Site /Special 
Permit Approval by Saltworks Marine LLC located at 291 
Wareham Street was approved without comment. 

Francis, who has been developing the 
Transportation and Circulation Task Force, presented the 
names of the selected members to the board: Michelle 
Russell, Norm Hills, John Rockwell, Chris Bryant, 
Suzannah Davis, Jed Cornock, Kerry Saltonstall, Jonathan 
Howland, Mike Devoll, Heather Sylvia, and Diane Kelley. 

Francis will initially represent the Planning Board 
on the task force until it is up and running. She remarked 
on the chosen members, saying, "We have a really excellent 
group with diverse knowledge and which has lived in 
town a long time." 

Lane will attend the Board of Selectmen's meeting 
on April 18 to present the Planning Board's request that 
BOS approval of remote attendance at meetings, which 
the BOS had approved on a one-year basis, be made 
permanent.

Room at 550 Mill Street. 

Covenant Complexities Flummox Planning Board 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The April 3 meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board found the members thumbing through reams of 
legal documents and yellow-lined work sheets in an effort 
to understand covenants governing the release of lots and 
conveyance of subdivisions within the Bay Club. 

Coming before the board were John Dawley, 
president and CEO of Northland Residential Corporation, 
and David Mclntire, owner of ''Shagbark," a subdivision 
within the Bay Club development. 

Dawley explained to Planning Board members 
Gail Carlson, Nathan Ketchell, and Janice Robbins, that 
he was seeking the board's affirmation of the validity 
and transferability of the subdivision from Mclntire to 
Northland for the purpose of constructing 32 homes along 
the existing golf course. 

Dawley said that Northland was willing 
to acquire the properties with any and all existing 
encumbrances and asked the board "to deliberate that all 
permits are valid and no objections for the transference" 
would arise. That's when the conversation hit the 
proverbial bump in the yet-to-be-constructed road. 

Robbins, a new member to the Planning Board 
who is currently seeking election as a permanent member, 
admitted that she was confused regarding what the 
language in an existing covenant meant. 

"The road covenant doesn't allow a parceling 
out of a few lots," she said, noting that roads and 
drainage infrastructures had yet to be constructed in the 
subdivision. 

There ensued a dissection of legal language and 
intent on the part of the Town and the property owners, 
as everyone sitting at the conference table thumbed 
through documents. 

Also present was Attorney Elizabeth Kunz, whose 
involvement with the Bay Club's various subdivision 
owners includes her authorship of covenants now 
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in question. She attempted to explain that covenants 
had been modified as lots were substituted and/ or 
released, and that with each modification, expiration 
dates extended. But Robbins remained unmoved and 
confused, stuck on covenant wording that seemed to 
indicate Shagbark could not be sold until roadways were 
completed. 

Dawley said that the Conservation Commission's 
Order of Conditions was valid until 2020 and that the 
roadway covenant didn't expire until 2018; thus, Mclntire 
could sell Shagbark to Northland. 

After 45 minutes of discussion that didn't seem to 
shed sufficient light on the issue of the covenant, Robbins 
said she needed time to fully understand its complexities. 
Dawley, by then visibly frustrated, folded his map saying, 
"I withdraw my request ... I feel like this conversation 
isn't productive for me." 

Kunz then returned to the table with Ted Goudy 
of Aerie Homes, Waltham, to discuss a different legal 
issue concerning a home in the Fieldstone development 
within Bay Club, a development adjacent to Shagbark. 

Goudy said that the buyer's attorney had 
uncovered a glitch in the covenant that muddled the 
paperwork associated with 106 Fieldstone. 

"In 2007, a rearrangement of lots named 106 as 
subject to the covenant, but the new list didn't include 
106," Goudy explained. Now the buyer's attorney was 
requesting that the paperwork be "cleaned up" before the 
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property could be transferred. 

Another long reflection between Kunz, Goudy, 
and the Planning Board members took place on the 
history of property transactions and covenants, with 
Robbins finally saying she could vote to allow the 
paperwork correction for not only 106 Fieldstone, but also 
75, 111, and 118, which are lots with occupied homes. 

Robbins returned to the issue of Shagbark, asking 
Planning Board Administrator Mary Crain to provide a 
list of lot numbers that are part of the covenant. With a 
handful of yellow sheets, Crain said she had begun that 
process, saying it was "complicated." 

Also coming before the board was Brian Grady of 
G.A.F. Engineering regarding Appaloosa Lane for review 
of roadway paving. Grady said that Tibbetts Engineering 
had been engaged to conduct coring testing to ensure the 
road's base and asphalt application had been accurately 
constructed. He said he would contact Highway 
Superintendent Barry Denham so he might witness the 
testing. 

Earlier in the evening, the issue of certified test 
results for the private septic system at Brandt Point 
Village was reviewed. Crain said that Dale Barrows of 
the Mattapoisett Board of Health didn't feel qualified 
to review test results that were dated November 2016. 
Barrows had indicated to Crain that Field Engineering, 
the town's engineer providing peer review at the 
subdivision, should confirm the test report and that his 
office couldn't pay for the review. 

Robbins wondered aloud, "How can we hire an 
engineer to help the Board of Health?" 

The matter was tabled as Carlson, a resident of 
the subdivision, would have to recuse herself from any 
proceedings in the matter. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for May 1 at 7:00 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 

Decas Receives Amended Order of Conditions 

Rochester Conservation Commission

On April 4, the Rochester Conservation 
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Commission, along with members of the Rochester Soil 
Board and the Town's attorney Blair Bailey, reached 
a compromise with Decas Cranberry Corporation, 
represented by Attorney Adam Brodsky and engineer 
Brian Grady for work related to the construction of a 
tail water pond. 

This was the culmination of meetings that have 
taken place since January on the heels of the commission 
suspending excavation work due to non-compliance of 
depth. 

After months, the commissioners reviewed a 
list of additional special conditions drafted by Brodsky 
geared to satisfy concerns related to repairs to the pond 
and surrounding slopes and the need to shut down the 
dewatering pumps that residents believe have had a 
negative impact on Snow's Pond. 

Brodsky read the eight-point list to another 
packed house as the hearing began at the Council on 
Aging building. 

Special conditions penned by Brodsky in 
agreement with Decas management were: 1) work on the 
pond would commence utilizing the most recent plan, and 
(as added by the commissioners) the town's hydrologist, 
Peter Newton of Bristol Engineering Advisors, would 
study soils being returned to the pond's bottom to ensure 
it is the appropriate mixture; 2) complete the repairs and 
all associated work on the pond as quickly as possible and 
(another request by the commissioners) that Grady would 
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oversee all activities at the site until complete; 3) vehicles 
used within the hole will contain bio-fluids; 4) two 
groundwater monitoring wells will be dug and Newton 
will study data produced from the wells at the expense of 
Decas; 5) Newton will establish water baselines providing 
horizontal and vertical survey results to be paid by Decas; 
6) prior to the shut-down of dewatering pumps, Newton 
will report water level elevations; 7) post shut-down, 
a schedule of monitoring will be established that will 
include a study of the impact of the tailwater pond on 
Snow's Pond, and continue for a period of one year to 
be funded by Decas; and 8) Decas will deposit a sum of 
$25,000 into the town's peer review fund. 

After hearing the list offered by Brodsky, the 
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commission also asked that a spill kit be on site in the 
event of fuel oil spills and that an emergency containment 
system be in place for the dewatering pumps until they are 
removed. 

During the course of his presentation, Brodsky 
said that once all the necessary agreements were in place, 
returning soils to the pond would take about four or five 
days. 

A study prepared by Newton dated March 20 was 
part of a handout supplied prior to the meeting. In his 
report Newton noted, "Restoration of the tailwater pond base 
elevation to 38 feet is not likely to have any long-term effect, 
either positive or negative, on the local or regional hydrogeology 
and water sources. ..and that, . ..should dewatering activities 
cease it is likely that water levels within the aquifer will recover 
to ambient conditions within a few months, though not fully 
until precipitation returns. " 

Also coming before the commission was Michael 
Camara of Zero Waste to discuss his request for a permit 
extension for property located at 50 Cranberry Highway 
that would allow his company to complete repairs to the 
waste management facility after a May 2017 fire caused 
extensive damage to the buildings. 

Bob Peterson of Green Seal Environmental said 
that erosion controls had been put in place but had 
deteriorated over time, had been replaced and or repaired, 
and that additional stormwater management systems have 
been or will shortly be improved. 

When asked how long it would take Camara to 
complete the repairs, he said, "I've invested $12 million 
in this project," but had faced some financing difficulties. 
He confirmed that he was finalizing a new financing 
source and hoped to have a September start date. The 
commissioners approved a two-year extension. 

Also coming before the commission were: David 
Baillargeon, 698 Walnut Plain Road, with a Request for 
Determination of Applicability for the construction of a 
patio, receiving a Negative Determination; Steve Long of 
Borrego Solar Systems, 453 Rounseville Road, to confirm 
wetlands borders, was continued until the commissioners 
visit the site; and Paul Estrella, 79 Bradford Lane, for the 
construction of an accessory building. Estrella received an 
Order of Conditions for this Notice of Intent application. 
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Committee has met with department heads who 
presented their lists of needs for the upcoming fiscal year. 

On March 29, CPC members Alan Apperson, 

Ellen Driscoll, Gerry Johnson, and Robert Ball met with 
Town Administrator Michael Gagne to discuss the list and 
rank the top 14 requested items. 

Coming in at the top of the list was $40,000 for the 
construction of enhanced security at Center School. 

Gagne said construction should have taken place 
during the week of February school vacation; however, 
cost estimates had been much higher than anticipated so 
the project was not done. Gagne surmised that the plan to 
complete the work in one week had been too aggressive 
and most likely would have incurred overtime expenses.

pushing the estimate higher than expected. He said the 
plan now is to do the work once school has closed for the 
summer. 

Number two on the list was $13,000 for new fire 
hoses. Gagne said this request was the third and final 
phase needed to bring the fire department hoses up to 
national safety standards. 

Coming in number three was a packaged bundle 
of small necessities needed by various departments for 
items such as new office desks and chairs, file cabinets, 
and a copy machine. He noted that the copy machine 
used by the building department was nine years old. 

Number four was $60,000 for roof repairs to Old 
Hammondtown School's kitchen. While this sum had

been voted on during the FY17 town meeting, during the 
special town meeting the monies were moved from that 
line item to school security upgrades, a more pressing 
issue, Gagne said. 

And number five was $10,000 for software 
upgrades needed by the fire department. Gagne describe 
the technology as part of the CIS system. He said the 
department would be able to input data that will make 
responding to emergencies safer for the firefighters. 

Gagne said, "They can upload the location of burn 
permits and hazardous chemicals so that when a call 
comes in they will know what to expect at the scene." 

The remainder of the list was ranked as follows: 
$25,000 - local school floor tiles; $14,400 - ambulance 
infusion pump; $40,000 - Phase 3 highway barn updates; 
$91,000 - two new police cruises; $19,000 - police station 
window replacement; $70,000 - highway department 
truck replacement; $14,100 - highway department sander/ 
spreader; $24,000 - GOA replacement vehicle; and $13,000 
- fire station roof repairs. 

The list totals out at $474,050. 

Regarding the Water and Sewer Enterprise Fund 
and its capital needs, Gagne reported that two line items 
are proposed to be funded via debt service: a water tank 
replacement on Jane Lane for $1.2 million and Fairhaven 
sewer line relining for $2.1 million. Other FY18 needs 
for the department are: $10,000 - GEO graphic system; 
$80,000 - backhoe/ excavator; $30,000 - grinder pump 
repairs; and $30,000 - water well updates. 

On the horizon for FY19 and beyond, the Capital 
Planning Committee will be asked to consider a new 
vehicle for natural resources, the replacement of roadway 
guardrails at various locations, upgrades to the building 
at the Holy Ghost grounds, sewer catch basin cleaner, and 
highway yard upgrades. 

Members of the CPC are scheduled to meet 
with the Finance Committee to present their findings on 
Thursday, April 6, at 6:30 pm in the town hall conference 
room.

The biggest perk, however, was the fact 
that for every phone turned in for the day, money would 
be donated to the Special Olympics, an organization 
with which Tabor has been working closely over the past 
couple of years.

The National Day of 
Unplugging ran from sunset to sunset on these days, and 
participants also received the phone sleeping bag for their 
participation.

Dear Editor: 

As an ORR School Committee member this year, I 
have learned first-hand how passionate our townspeople 
are about the quality education at our junior and senior 
high schools. At the recent FY2018 Budget Public Hearing, 
many people spoke out about the positive impact 
teachers and programs are having, or have had, on their 
lives. We also talked about the nuts and bolts of school 
funding at this meeting and how it is a mix of state funds, 
local funds, and self-generated revenue, such as the fee 
the high school must charge students to participate in 
athletics ($225 per sport, with family caps). 

Within that discussion we touched on the 
broken promise on the part of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts to fund regional transportation. 
Participants asked for more information on this topic and 
the school district's administration has pulled together 
key points and posted them on the District website 
(http: / / www.oldrochester.org/ pages/ ORR). 

Essentially, when the Tri-Towns decided to 
regionalize, the State's promise of reimbursing regional 
districts for the cost of transportation beyond 1.5 miles 
was a key incentive to participate. However, the State 
didn't follow through and now only reimburses about 
68-70% of the cost. This lack of full funding means that 
the ORR operating budget must cover over $200,000 in 
transportation costs. If Beacon Hill does not alter this 
funding for next year, we will have to pay even more 



since transportation costs are going up and the State's 
transportation reimbursement fund will be spread over 
more regionalized districts. 

I think we can all agree that when the State 
does live up to their end of the bargain puts tremendous 
pressure on our local junior and senior high schools' 
budgets. Imagine the technology upgrades, the social- 
emotional supports, and the facility improvements we 
could make with those funds! We would be able to bring 
our stated five-year plans to fruition. 

What can be done? Currently the Massachusetts 
Association of Regional Schools (MARS) is pushing hard 
to increase the rate of transportation reimbursement 
and they need your help! Take just a few minutes to 
reach out to your state officials and the governor and 
let them know that they need to follow through on the 
promise to reimburse regional district transportation. 

Like every School Committee member has done, let your 
representatives know that making up this shortfall puts 
tremendous pressure on local budgets. Tell them that 
education is important to you and a key driver for the 
future of Massachusetts! You can find contact information 
for your state officials at the League of Women Voters of 
Massachusetts' website, https: / / lwvma.org/.

CD Production. In 2005, her CD with works by Ernesto 
Nazareth was released by the French label Solstice in 
Europe and by YB in Brazil, receiving four stars from the 
French magazines Le Monde de La Musique and Diapason. 
She has been professor of piano at the Faculdade Santa 
Marcelina in Sao Paulo and the University of Campinas. 

Wendy Rolfe is a leading performer on historical 
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citations including the Bronze Star. 

Along with his brother Jack, he started the Yankee 
Box Company in the late 50 ’s and thrived as CFO until his 
retirement in the early 90 ’s. Along with Jack and later Bart 
Kennedy, he grew the company significantly throughout the 
years and was very proud of his many employees and sales- 
people. 

Upon retirement he volunteered with many local or- 
ganizations including the Mattapoisett Library Building Com- 
mittee, the Council on Aging and the Mattapoisett Land Trust. 
A long time skier of many mountains but especially Sugarloaf , 
Pat’s Peak and Mount Snow, where on his 80th birthday he 
insisted on taking his last run with his sons and grandson. He 
also loved sailing, hiking and in his later years his daily walk 
through Mattapoisett Village and out to Neds Point and was 
known to many around town as “the guy with the ski poles”. 
He was also an avid gardener, tomato specialist and took 
specific pride in trimming the perfect hedge which was a focal 
point of the property. Since childhood he had a tremendous 
wanderlust and extensively traveled New England, the United 
States and the world with his wife, his sons and later in life 
taking many solo walkabouts throughout the western and 
Alaskan National Parks which he was a great supporter and 
fan of. 

He was the perfect example of “walking to the beat 
of a different drummer” and was known to many as “Fashion- 
able Bob” for his eclectic fashion statements and was widely 
thought to be one of the early pioneers of today’s Hipster 
Movement. He was kind and thoughtful and had many friends 
throughout Mattapoisett and beyond and will be missed but 
never forgotten. 

His remains will be interred at the Massachusetts Na- 


tional Cemetery in Bourne MA with honors on Friday June 16 
and the Walter family will be hosting a memorial gathering for 
all who knew him at their home in Mattapoisett on Saturday 
June 17 at 1 pm.

Silence is very likely the most Catholic movie 
Martin Scorsese has ever made, which makes it very 
Catholic indeed — mega-Catholic, iiber-Catholic. It's 
a real high mass of a film, done with high craft in the 
highest seriousness. I'm seriously divided on it, but 
ultimately I have to lean in its favor. I feel protective of it, 
as if it were a sketch or a mandala. Pain and guilt radiate 
from every frame, alongside incongruous natural beauty. 
I'm not sure if it's a work of art or a tract of instruction, 
and certainly it couldn't be less interested in reflecting the 
concerns of the day or satisfying the commercial cravings 
of the day. Like Scorsese's The Last Temptation of Christ, it's 
timeless and placeless; its true milieu is inside Scorsese's 
head. 

The climate in Last Temptation was red and dusty; 
the one in Silence, 17th-century Japan, feels cold and wet, 
shot by master cinematographer Rodrigo Prieto in infinite 
gradations of blue and gray, yet never feeling desaturated. 
The mood is frightened but determined spirituality in 
the face of violent oppression. Christianity in this land 
is punishable by torture and death, unless the accused 
voluntarily steps on an image of Christ, thus signaling 
their renunciation of God, their apostasy. (We hear the 
word "apostatize" in this film about as often as we hear a 
certain other word in Scorsese's gangster films.) 

Two Portuguese Jesuit priests, Rodrigues 
(Andrew Garfield) and Garrupe (Adam Driver), volunteer 
to sneak into Japan to look for their former mentor Father 
Ferreira (Liam Neeson), who is said to have apostatized. 
They find a blue, rainy place haunted by terrified 
Japanese Christians and the stone-faced samurai who 
hunt them. The problem with Scorsese's alter egos in his 
movies about faith is that they, for him, are filled out with 
his own guilt and devotion. The rest of us may perceive 
these heroes as somewhat hollow, undefined. Andrew 
Garfield does what he can, but Rodrigues is drawn as a 
bit too much of a noble sufferer, only intermittently aware 
that his steadfast refusal to apostatize might have more to 
do with his pride than with any genuine love of God. 

Fortunately, Scorsese acknowledges this, and 



throws some of our identification to a few of the Japanese 
characters. There's Kichijiro (Yosuke Kubozuka), a Judas 
stand-in who's also the mad fool of the piece, always 
moving between sacrifice and betrayal; or Mokichi 
(Shinya Tsukamoto, bad-boy director of Tetsuo the Iron 
Man and many others), a devout old Christian; or 
especially Inquisitor Inoue (Issey Ogata, whose voice 
is one of the most amazing purrs of self-satisfied evil 
I've ever heard in a movie). Given that the priests are so 
devoted to their faith they sometimes seem completely 
out of touch with reality, and given that Scorsese lets the 
Japanese have humor and complexity — humanity — I 
don't think Silence can be waved off as white-saviorism. 
Scorsese sees the problem with all-or-nothing thinking on 
either side. 

Technically, Silence is a Michelin three-star 
restaurant. Emotionally it's impacted, uncertain; Scorsese 
never met a doubt he didn't love to chew over. Sometimes 
it seems his real subject all along has been faith darkening 
into doubt and then brightening back towards faith, and 
on and on eternally. Paradise, says a woman in the film, 
is a place with no suffering and no work (and no taxes, 
she adds), but what kind of drama is that? As David 
Byrne said, heaven is a place where nothing happens. 

For Scorsese, it's all about the struggle, which for him is 
the tension between religious asceticism and the visceral, 
sensual pleasure he derives from cinema — watching it 
and making it. His movies about faith tend to end more 
or less happily because the end of a film means that a film 
has been made. The famous cliche about Scorsese is that 
the movie theater is his church and vice versa. Silence is an 
interiorized work surrounded by, almost mocked by, flesh- 
punishing yet ravishingly gorgeous nature. In that respect 
it's as Catholic as the blood flowing through Scorsese's 
veins and his emulsion. 
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and modern flutes and is well-known as a musical 
ambassador throughout the Western Hemisphere and 
overseas. She has lectured, taught, and performed in 
Latin America as a Fulbright Program Senior Specialist in 
American Music and also toured the United States with 
a Solo Recitalist Grant from the National Endowment 
for the Arts, presenting her unique "A Journey Through 
Music History with the Flute."

Toronto's Tafelmusik Baroque 
Orchestra's award-winning recordings of Beethoven 
symphonies recently concluded with his Ninth Symphony 
featuring Ms. Rolfe on piccolo. She is also heard on the 
soundtracks of the Disney / Touchstone film Casanova and 
the Ken Burns PBS special on Thomas Jefferson.

I'm confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and cat. 
I hear about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. Whats the deal? 

Talk to your vet about the specifics of 
their wellness programs, but the Massachusetts 
law requires that dogs and cats be vaccinated for 
rabies by 6 months of age. A booster shot should 
follow in 9 to 12 months. The second shot is 
good for three years assuming that the vaccine is 
licensed for 3 years. If the second shot is even a 
day late over the 12 month period the vaccine is 
automatically only legal for 1 year. So don't delay 
after getting a reminder card saying your pet is 
overdue for shots. 

The same law applies to cats but some 
people prefer 1 year rabies shot in cats as a 3 
year vaccines contain a substance that can cause 
cancer at the vaccination site in a very small 
percentage of cats. Again, talk to your vet about 
your preferences.
